NOTES. AND COMMENTS. _ 
The Police, - 


In view of the present very uusetiled state 
of affairs in‘ the ‘Iwo Kwangs and in China 
generally, the adequate policing of the 
Colony is a matter which might with ‘adyan- 
tage engage. the attention of the Goyern- 
ment. At the. present moment our Police 


| Force is barely ‘stvong enough to properly 


patrol the city, let alone the out-lying roads 
on the island: and the opposite maintand, 
and this fact is painfully evident from the 
case: with which the two recent highway 
robberies and the murder of the unfortunate 
Mr. Yurno were accomplished, without any- 
body'being brought to book for the crimes. 

The Government must be perfectly weil 
aware that piracy and brigandage is on the 
increase in and around Canton, that the 


Fautumn “crops have been exceedingly poor 


and that the general ‘slate of lawlessness is 
inore likely to increase than dimin‘sh during 
thesnest few months, Distress in the sur- 
rounding districts always, has the effect of 
driving many people to seek work in the 
Cc olony in order-to tide over the time of 
“dearllt, and with the dona fide workers a 


“Lt number- of rascals of all descriptions drift 


here. These men aré the very dregs of 
Canton and - thes surrounding , couritry, 
professional beggars, burglars, sneak- thieves 
It is impossible to close 
our doors against them -and hence the only 


thing that can‘ be done to safeguard the: 


residents of the Colony is to increase the 
Police patrols aifd ‘Keep’ a, stricter. watch 
upon, the city, the Suburbs and the outlying 
districts. 

This, however, catiiot . che dhe Our 
Police Force is already hard-worked and 
there are'‘no men to spare for: special duly. 
The New Territory -cannot be left to look 
‘after itself and the City is ‘already so.poorly 
patrolled that no men -can. be drawn for out 
stations. - Take, a walk on the Kowloon 
Pefinsula and it is na uncommon’ occur- 
rence -to go for a mile or two, without meet- 
ing a single policeman, and that on roads 
that are by no means deserted. Even at the 
Ferry Wharf at Kowloan it is ‘often impossi- 
ble to find a policeman, although it is as 
busy a place as‘ any in. the Colony, One 


man, too, often’ divides his. attention be‘ 


tween Blake and MurrayPiers, the principal 
landing places of the city, while Murray Pier 
‘often left with no policeman at all, or

., MALARIA AND MOSQUITOES. 


Major Reginald Mosg, lecturin atthe Society, 
of Aris, Adelphi, London, on Malaria and*Mos- 


quitogs, stated that pathology had become an’ 


experimental science. We now kept diseases 
Jabelled in our laboratories ; we measured thems 
we examined them under the microscope; we 


produced themi yenimnels at will; we prevented’ 


great outbrenks-and saved the lives of thousands; 


we compelled nature herself to formulate cures , 


for thems. we..put plague, cholera, typhoid, 
diphtheria, in bottles, so that we could hold 


them in our hands and-look at them, It was | 


‘his privilege ta describe one of the most re 
markable of these revelations. In a small glass 
hial he had some of the deadly fever of the 
Vest African mirshes. Still more wonderful, 
this poison did not tie thera in the form of a 
mist as in ‘the days ‘of their blindness they 
would have expected ta find it, but in the body 
ofsome insects, Aithough’our colonies in the 
tropics were cemeteries from this disease, the 
British nation was making ne. serious effort to 
combat this stale of things. He had found that 
the habits of the ins@ets-were precisely the 
sane as those of thé ogres called malaria ; in 
fact, as fat as they knew, malarial disease exist: 
elanly in the presence of these insects. 
A mosquito was only w gnat living in a hot 
country, and it injected the poison directly into 
our veins, The germs or malaria lived and 
grew in mosquitoes, and collected in their 
salivary glands. Healthy men and birds bit- 
ten (under experimental conditions). by mos- 
uitoes infduted by these germs developed the 
sense, The time was now ripe for some 
movement against malaria to be attempted. 
The prophylactic use of quinine, the careful 
Temployment of mosquito nets and‘ window 
screens, and the destruction of Iarvm ‘round 
the house, could and should be attended to by 
everyone in malarious places. He adhered to 
surface drainage as~the best: remedy. ‘To this 
he wiuld-add'the removal of undergrowth and 
‘the use of powdered culicides in certain cases, 
segregation and large’ airy houses fer Euro- 
peans, He had never said it would be pos- 
sible to exterminate mosquitoes throughout 
Africa, but he did think that the insects coult’ 
bo greatly reduced in number,’ Malaria had 
often been actually expelled by surface drain- 
age. It was high time that serious measures 
should be adopted, and that learned societies 
should exert their influence with the Govern- 
ment in this direction, . 


PORTUGAL AND HOLLAND.
